Company, with offices in this city, has re- 
ceived a report from Braznell that six 
bodies have been recovered from the mine 
where tha explosion occurred this morning, 
and that 4 men were still in the mine, 


A. W. Peterson, County Treasurer of 
Yankton County, S. D., fled from the city 
of Yankton after a shortage in his ac- 
counts had been discovered. 

He came to St. Louis, and weary of try- 
ing to elude officers of the law, whom he 
believed to be pursuing him, he took his 
own life by plunging into the Mississippi 
River.

Necessities of Life. 


The explosion at the Stockdale Coal Co.’s 
Braznell shaft is likely the worst since the 
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Hill mine disaster at Dunbar. The explosion 

was terrifiCc and was heard plainly at 
Brownsville, three miles distant. The main 
shaft was totally wrecked and rendered 
helpless. About four cages of men had 
gone down to work, Mr. Thomas, the cage- 
man, on his fourth trip, went to the bottom 
with 14 men and gave the signal for the cage 
to rise when the explosion occurred. The 
Cage was blown with terrific force to the 
top of the shaft and fell back to the bot- 
tom, completely blocking access to the 
mine. Timbers were hurled hundreds of 
feet; the lower ring of brick work in the 
airshaft was completely wrecked and had to 
be tunnelled to get into the mine at all. 
Eleven men have been gotten out. One, Al- 
bert Meese, aged 14, died after reaching the 
air. One hand, a foot and shoe were blown 
from the mine and found on top of the 
shaft. After tunnelling the wreckage at the 
bottom of the air shaft two men in the un- 
derground mule stable were found alive, but 
almost suffocated from bad air. The mine 
is supposed to be on fire, as a dense vol- 
ume of smoke hinders the entrance of the 
rescue parties into the mine. 

Mine Inspector Henry Louttit of Monon- 
gahela is on the ground, as is also Mr. Sed- 
don of the Albany mine and 8S. H. Pearsall 
and James I. Thornton of the Kob Coal 
Works. Drs. Smith, Reichard and Shoemak- 
er of Brownsville are there ready to relieve 
the suffering. One man of the rescue party 
Went to the bottom of the airshaft and was 


brought up by a rope almost dead, so there 
is little hope for the 40 or 00 men yet in the 
mine. The machinery is in such shape that 

fan cannot be worked, which prevents 
forcing fresh air to the entombed men. 
Volumes of bad air and smoke are issuing 
from the mine. 

The work of rescue is necessarily slow, as 
the rescuers have to dig their way into the 
men, so great was the force of the expio- 
gion. A thousand people gathered about 
the mouth of the mine, awaiting anxiousiy 
any bit of news that may come from below, 
and wives, fathers, mothers and children 
w ng for loved ones, make many pa- 
thetic scenes. One year ago, just the day 
before Chirstmas, a number were killed in 
the Umpire mines and again many homes 
will be saddened on Christmas day under 
similar circumstances.

HAY HAS A DIFFICULT TASK

LONDON, Dec. 23.—‘All that I have said 


to any press representative concerning my 
duty in Pretoria,’’ remarked United States 
Consul Adelbert Hay to the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent to-day, ““‘was that every rec- 
ognized consular privilege and courtesy 
will be exerted in behalf of English pris- 
oners and English interests by me as rep- 
resenting the United States. That is sim- 
ply what one friendly country always does 
for another in behalf for which it is act- 
ing. 
‘‘Has the mystery of Mr. Macrum’s res- 
ignation as consul been solved yet?’ the 
correspondent inquired. 

“‘No,”’ replied Mr. Hay. ‘“T can only 
imagine a solution. Perhaps owing to the 
great expense of living in Pretoria now he 
found the financial strain too serious. Be- 
sides, Mr. Macrum has business in the 
United States which he probably desires to 
look after. Moreover, his wife is with 
him, which may have had something to do 
with his retirement. These are only mere 
surmises,’’ 

“You doubtless have had all manner of 
requests from relatives vr the British pris- 
oners?’’ 

“Yes,’’ rejoined Mr. Hay. “They want 
me to take various parcels to them, but I 
take letters. A consul’s privi- 
leges are clearly defined in that respect.’ 

“Do you anticipate an exciting time and 
that you may ultimately be besieged in 
Pretoria?’ 

‘Yes, it may come to that. 
desire now is to get on the spot as quickly 
as possible. If when I arrive at Cape Town 
—about. Jan. 17—I find it slower or impos- 
sible to get across the country, I shall go 
at once to Lorenzo Marques.” 

If Consul Hay were able to take all the 
eases of clothes and eatables tendered to 
him by relatives of British prisoners he 
would almost require a transport train of 
his cwn. He is holding a continuous recep- 
tion at the Embassy of the wives, sisters 
and brothers of prisoners, to whom he 
courteously explains the limitations of his 
privileges in that respect.

It 
is probable ‘that the arrests will not be 
made until late this evening. 

The Pryor residence is two and a half 
miles southeast of this city. The family is 
one of the most prominent in the com- 
munity, having settled here a quarter of 
a century ago. 

It is now stated that Arthur Pryor, who 
has been away from home for several days, 
has en located at Clinton, Ill. A meas- 
age to Prosecuting Attorney Spurgeon from 
that place this morning states that a young 
man answering Arthur Pryor’s descrip- 
tion has arrived there in company with. At- 
torney Webb of Vandalia. The attorney, it 
s said, wanted to enter a plea of guilty 
for his client, who is under indictment 
for theft of a gold watch, but the court 
refused, and the case was laid over to the 
January term. For two oars the several 
members of the Pryor family have been 
conterring with Attorneys Henry and 
Webb. e conference occassioned consid- 
erable speculation, but the lawyers firmly 
denied that it wag in any manner concerned 
with the Pryor murder.

ROME, Dec. 2.—According to latest ad- 
vices received here of the disaster which 
occurred yesterday at Amalfi, on the Gulf 
of Salerno, the old Capuchin Monastery and 
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killed. 

About 2 o’clock an enormous rock, upon 
the Cappuccini Hotel, slid 
bodily into the sea with a deafening roar 
and without a moment’s warning, carry- 
ing with ft the hotel, the old Capuchin Mon- 
astery below, the Hotel Santa Calerina and 
several villas. 

Many people were buried in the debris, 
which crushed four vessels to the bottom of 


the sea aes ge their crews. The mass 
of earth which slipped was about 60,000 
cubic yards. 

The population is in a state of terr>r. 
fearing fresh calamities.. Troops have ar- 
rived upon the scene and begun rescue 


work. 

It is believed that the loss of life in- 
cludes a number of monks and oceupants 
of the hotel. 


The Gulf of Salerno is the next door 
neighbor of the Bay of Naples and they 
are sO near together that people are rowed 
from one to the other. Time was when 
Amalfi was an important seaport, the rival 
of Genoa and Pisa, with 50,000 people, most 
of whom were ready to fight. 

Now it has but 7 inhabitants and the 
principal occupations are the manufacture . 
of paper, soap and macaroni. The chief 
incomes are derived from tourists. | 

Amalfi was important as far back as the. 
sixth century, when it was under the pro- 
tection of Eastern Emperors. Afterwards 
it became an independent state and car- 
ried on war’ with much vigor with neigh- 
boring principalities,

and in 1343 there was a terrible inundation.

The abandonment of the card agreement 
comes after a year’s futile “og + on the 
part of the Sugar Trust to get the aid of 
the wholesale grocers in driving indepen- 
dent refiners out of existence. A month &go 
a committee from the wholesale grocers 
went to New York at the invitation of 
the Havemeyers to make a final effort at 
an understanding. The wholesalers were to 
get their sugar with an additional rebate 
if they signed an agreement to buy only 
trust sugar. The conference, like former 
ones, came to nothing, and it is supposed 
ae ae Trust officials gave up in dis- 


gust. 

In spite of the fact that it will now be 
a g0-as-you-please race between the inde- 
pendent refiners and the trust for the 
sugar trade, Chicago wholesalers do not 
look for any great cut in prices on the 
part of the refiners.

SUGAR PRODUCTION. 


Two-Thirds of the Product Comes From 
Beets. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—The Treasury 
Bureau of Statistica has prepared a tabu- 
lated statement reiative to the world’s.seu- 
gar production, in which it is shown that 


two-thirds of the entire product comes 
from beets.

one-half the cost of the article produced. 

Prior to 1871-2 the world’s production of 
beet sugar had never reached 1,000,000 tons; 
in the present crop year it is, according to 
latest estimates, 5,5'0,000 tons, while the 
cane suger Crom which in 1871-2 was 1,599,- 
000 tons, is in the present year 2,934,000 tons. 
Thus cane sugar production hag scarcely 
doubled during the period under considera- 
tion, while that from beets has more than 
quintupled. 

The price has fallen more than one-half, 
the average cost in foreign countries of all 
sugar imported into the United States in 
the fiscal year 1872 being 5.37c per pound, 
and in 1899 2.398¢ per pound, 

No development of the world’s produc- 
tion of food stuffs has been more rapid or 
striking than that with reference to beet 
sugar. In 1854-5 the total beet sugar cro 
of the world was but "182,000 tone; by 1864- 
it had reached 636,000 tons; in 1874-5 it was 
1,219,000 tongs; in 1884-56, 2,545,000 tons; in 18%- 
6, 4,792,793 tons, and in 1899-1900, 5,510,000 
tons. In 1854-5 beet sugar formed 13 per 
cent of the world’s total sugar crop, and in 
1899-1900 it formed 66 per cent. 
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Giving One Bank Monopoly 
Privilege Condemned. 


HE THINKS IT IS NECESSARY. 


GOVERNMENT HAS BEFORE FA- 
VORED THE NATIONAL CITY. 


Institution Will Now Have Use of 
$1,000,000 a Day of Internal 
Revenue Receipts Without 
Paying Any Interest. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2%. — Secretary 
Gage’s action in making the National City 
Bank of New York the financial agent of 
the United States Treasury does not meet 
with favor among financiers here. 

Secretary Gage is a personal friend of 
President Stillman of the National City 
Bank. He has relied upon Mr. Stillman for 
information as to the financial cond.tions 
in New York and Wall street. It was upon 


the urgent solicitation of President Stiliman 
ee the Secretary began the purchase of 
nds. 

Through Secretary Gage’s friendship for 
President Stillman and the fact that rail- 
road interests were largely represented in 
the d.rectorate of the bank it was selected 
to receive the money due the United States 
from the sale of the Union Pacific Railroad. 
This bank was also selected by Secretary 
Gage when the 3 per cent bonds were so.d 
to secure money to meet the expenses of 
the Spanish war. It also was the agent for 
paying Spain her $10,000,000, and is alleged 
to ve manipulated exchange at the time 
to its advantage. 


c'rcles through Secretary Car.isle during the 
Cieveland Administration. At his instiga- 
tion it was made a Government depository 
July 21, 1894, and was one of the largest pur- 
chasers of the bonds issued by that Admin- 
istration. 

The National City Bank was the first to 
make application for additional. deposits 
under Secretary Gage’s new ruling. This 
was made over the long-distance telephone, 
the bank offering to deposit bonds covering 
the entire receipts of the Government if it 
would be allowed to have them. 

Secretary Gage rejected this offer and the 
bank offered to make any deposit of bonds 
necessary to secure the business. In spite 
of the orignal refusal of Secretary Gage 
the bank filed a protest against not securing 
the entire receipts. r 

Secretary Gage we ven seree’ to make 
the National City Bank the central dis- 
tributing point for all internal revenue re- 
ceipts. The Nationa] City will now get 
the entire receipts daily, and then the 
money it holds will be prorated by the 
Treasury Department among the other 
banks which are designated to receive it. 
The bank will have the money—$900,000 to 
$1,000,000 a day—for its own use for at least 
10 or 12 hours. 

Secretary Gage, upon being notified of the 
total revenues deposited, will himself pro- 
rate the amount for the various institu- 
tions. The National City Bank will then 
be notified of the sumg it shall remit to 
the other banks. 

The other banks interested in the dis- 
triubution will be notified by telegraph 
that the City National holds go much money 
to their credit, and immediately on the re- 
celpt of the message the amount is avail- 
able and can be drawn upon. . 

It is said by a Treasury official that this 
method will give all the outside institu- 
tions a balance in New York, which is as 
gocd as money in their vaults. 

In the prorating made by Secretary Gage 
he will allot about seven-tenths of the to- 
tal amount to New York city banks. This 
will leave three-tenths to be distributed 
among 45 other institutions. 

Assistant Secretary Vanderlip says that 
the department will not announce the new 
depositories or institutions which will re- 
ceive the money. He does not regard it as 
a good policy, nor think that any good re- 
sult would come from such publicity. 

During the present fiscal year 1 daye 
have elapsed and the receipts have been 
$146,825,236.95. The customs receipts must 
be remitted direct to the Treasury by the 
Government depositories. There is a pro- 
vision of law which makes it mandatory 
that this class of receipts must be account- 
ed for by the Treasury officials at once. 

Money once in the Treasury cannot he 
paid out without the sanction of Congress, 
and because of this the National City Bank 
wlil not be permitted to handle the $900,000 
additional receipts from customs and mis- 
cellaneous sources, 


MR. GAGE IN EXPLANATION. 


Thinks the One New York Bank Alone 


Qualified for Favors. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NHDWARK, N. J., Dec. 23.—Secretary of 
the Treasury Gage arrived from Wasbing- 
ton yesterday afternoon, The Post-Dispatch 
representative called his attention to the 
public comments and criticisms that have 
been made on his selection of the Na- 
tical City Bank as the sole depository and 


distributor of the internal revenue receipts, 
and especially to the charge that undue 
favoritism had been shown to the National 
City Bank and to the financial interests ai- 
lied and associated with it. 

What follows is reported stenographically 
for the Post-Dispatch. 

“Tt is proposed,” said Secretary Gage, 
“to distribute about $1,000,000 a day among 
the banks of the country that will qualify 
to receive it by putting up the bonds re- 
quired by law. Among the money thus dis- 
tributed will be the receipts for internal 
revenue. 

‘Under the law internal revenue and pos- 
tal receipts are deposited in such banks as 
have qualified to receive them by having 
first deposited United States bonds with the 
Treasury Department. 

“When the amount of the deposits in the 
custedy of the banks equals the amount of 
the bonds they have pledged for security 
the surplus is turned over by the banks 
to the Subtreasury. 

‘The act of the Government from the 
outset and all the way through has been 
consistent in its aim to reiieve a money 
stringency in the only way that was open 
to it. It was with this end in view that 
the Treasury has offered to purchase bonds, 
io anticipate interest due and to turn its 
income from internal revenue receipts back 
into the general circulation by distributing 
them among the banks qualified to receive 


hem. 

“These internal revenue receipts will be 
paid in at 50 or 60 different places. If Is the 
purpose to distribute them as fast as they 
are deposited equitably among these banks 
which put up the bonds as security, withoft 
favor or preference to any of them.,”’ 

“But why, Mr. Secyetary,”’ asked the 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “have you named 
the National City Bank as the depository 
of all the internal revenue receipts, which 
amount very nearly to $1,000,000 a day, or 
over $300,000,000 a year? It is fyeely said, 
as you are aware, that this gives the Na- 
tional City Bank a great privilege of enor- 
mous value, enabling it to make a large 
harvest of interest on Government depos- 
its which cost it nothing and which it can 
loan out at 6 per cent interest. What do 


you say to that? 

“fT am not going to talk at all about 
those charges. I know all about the wild 
stories—as absurd as they are malicious— 
which are being circulat for the purpose 
of misrepresenting the action of the Gov- 
ernment. Upon those who tell these stories, 
such as that there has been a great con- 
spiracy going on for three years pust to 
rig the stock market, I have no words to 
waste. I shall not dignifiy such stories by 
discussing them. Of course they are wun- 
true. 

“IT will say this, however.” continued the 
Secretary ‘‘as a mere statement of fact:

Thie bank is the financial agent of the Standard Oil ‘Trust 
and allied monopolies. It was through the National City 
that the Rockefellers made the raid upon rival syndicates 
and brought on a panic which would have become a national 
disaster had not the Government entered the market with e 
re-enforcement of cash. 

Yet, as soon as the excitement subsides, Mr. Gage selects 
this very bank for special favors. 

The Standard Oi] has grown so great that other great finan- 
cial interests cannot stand against jt. Even the Vanderbilts 
bend the knee before the monstrous power of this arrogant 
lord of the market. Yet more, the Secretary of the Treasury 
of the United States hands over money to its keeping, al- 
though he must know that every dollar the great monopoly 
controls is used to crush legitimate individual enterprise and 
wreck well-established business institutions. 

Invective is not appropriate. Rather ought every citizen to 


sit down and quietly think what all this means, and what the 
end is to b>. 
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The St. Louis investor who went to Hawaii to take advan- 
tage of supposed opportunities for American enterprise, has 
found that there is nothing there but the Sugar plantations 
and that they are worked by contract labor, the laborers get- 
ting $7 a month. We have not got anything out of our Ha. 
wailan imperial experiment, while it has added to our ex- 
penses, 
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The stupidity of the Administration has lost to us the lives 
of many brave men, and it has caused us a ruinous expendi- 
ture of money, hut these facts do not for a moment remove 
our moral obligations in the matter of the Philippines. In- 
deed, they should be considered additional reasons for an 
honorable policy. 


The German agrarians are demanding a high tariff on 
farm products. If American prosperity has been brought 
about by our high tariff, a German high tariff will certainly 
increase German prosperity. And what a volume of pros. 
perity there will be when all countries make their tariffs 
exorbitant!

PROF. MUNYON’S GREAT GIFT. 
He Will Establish a College for Girls 
at Philadelphia. 

Prof, James (M. Munyon of Philadelphia 


has completed his generous arrangements 


for founding a home in that city for or- 
phaned and fatherless girls. He will start 
the institution with a munificent gift of 

,000,000 and will see that funds are forth- 
coming for its maintenance. 

It will be called the J. M. Munyon Col- 
lege for Girls. The site which has been 

rchased is on a high elevation adjoining 
Fairmount Park. The endowment is en- 
tirely for the benefit of native-born Ameri- 
can girls, either orphaned or fatherless, 
who have no relatives to depend upon and 
must support themselves. They will be 
taken into the school at the age of 10 and 
will be graduated at 18. To a rudimentary 
training in English and the common 
branches will be added instruction in dress- 
making, millinery, glove-making, design- 
ing and maki coats, china decoration, 
stenography and type writing, bookkeeping, 
telegraphy, and so on. ‘Especial attention 
will ‘be paid to cooking’ and domestic econ- 
omy. The object is to make them self-sup- 
porting and, therefore, beyond the reach of 
temptation. 

The school will consist of a number of 
small structures grou around a large 
central edifice. The school will be entirely 
non-sectarian. Tt will be in charge of a 
Board of Trustees, of which the Governor 
of the State and the Mayor of the city 
will be honorary members. Some of the 
plans have been) prepared. The grounds 
will be prepared at once, and it is probable 
that the foundation will be laid before the 
close of the coming year.

BY GOV. STEPHENS. 


JEFFDH\RSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 23.—The 
statement made by Col. Moore, Gov. Ste 
phen’s private secretary, that the advisa- 
bility of calling an extra session of the 
Legislature was being considered, has been 
confirmed by Gov.

EFFORT TO REFORM THE STREET» 
DEPARTMENT. 


COUNCILMAN HODGES’ BILL. 


Proposition to Dismiss Several Hun- 
dred Inspectors and Save the City 
$80,000 a Year. 


In the Council Friday night, Counciiman 
William R. Hodges followed an oft-repeated 
suggestion of the Post-Dispatch by intro- 
ducing a bill, the purpose of whieh is to 
reorganize the Street Department on an 
economical business basis. He calculates 
that the passage of his bill would result 
in a saving of at least $80,000 annually to 
the cit 

‘The bill repeals the so-called Wittenberg 
ordinance, passed in 1897, at the dictation 
of Mayor Ziegenhein and his leutenants. 
The purpose of this ordinance. was to vastly 
increase the patronage in the Street De- 
partment, which since that time has been 
made to support most of the Mayor's 
henchmen. Under this ordinance Julius 
Wurzburger was given the position of As- 
sistant Street Commissioner at a good sai- 
ary, and other extravagances were perpe- 
trated upon the taxpayers of the city in 
order to strengthen the Mayor's machine. 

Mr. Hodges’ bill does not abolish the office 
of Assistant Street Commissioner, but it 
makes it impossible for one of Wurzburg- 
er’s caliber to hold the place, by providing 
that the man who holds the position shal 
be a practical engineer. 

The bill carries out the suggestion of the 
Post-Dispatch, made last summer, that the 
inspection of spr.nkling be done by the 
police.

atch Mr. Harry Hawes, esident of the 

olice Board, had the police inspect the 
sprinkling three days in y wacsentiat, This 
demonstrated three t s—that the streets 
were not being spr.nkl according to cun- 
tracts and specihoations, that the sprink- 
ling inspectors were not inspecting the work 
of the contractors and that the work of 
inspecting could be done, and well done, by 
the police without interference with their 


other duties. 

The bill rovides for the elimination of 
the whole lot of sprinkling inspectors and 
the superintendent of sprinkling as well. It 
is the plan to have the police do the work 
which the sprinkling inspectors have teen 
paid to do; but which pei is abundant evi- 
dence to prove they dd not do. 

The bill also provides leo the repeal of. the 
sections of the Wittenberg ordinance which 
authorize the a imtment of street railroad 
inspectors. The Post-Dispatch has repeuted- 
ly called attention ‘to the  useless- 
ness of these positions. The inspectors 
of excavations are also affeoted. There 
are about 40 of these and nobody has ever 
been able to discover what they do. 

Capt. Hodges says the purposes of the 
bill are two- ford, to cut down expenses and 
to put the Street Department on a business 
basis. He has an idea that the vfficers of 
the city shoud be as conscientious In the 
employment of assistants as if they were 
officers of a private corporation,
